TUCSON (Arts.) Aug. 27.—There 
is a growing impression that the 
Industrial Congress amendments to 
the State constitution, submitted 
by the last legislative special ses- 
sion, are doomed already. They are 
gaining only luke warm support 
from what is called the corpora- 
tion group of newspapers, while 
some of the Democratic papers 
refuse to even refer to them. The 
Miami Silver Belt is slamming 
them daily, while Candidate Hunt 
and his cohorts are spreading wide 
their counsels of opposition.

California 

States Decrease Over Last 
‘Year Slight 


Receipts from Dry Act Also 
Fall Off 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.1 - 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Call- 
fornia is the seventh State in the 
Union in the amount of internal 
revenue tax paid for the fiscal 
year 1922. The contribution of 
its citizens were only excelled by 
those of New York, Illinois, Penn- 
Sylvania, Massachusetts, Michigen 
and Ohio. 

The States, in the order of col- 
lections, were New York, 1779. 
000,000; Perinsylvania, $336,000,- 
000; Illinois, $270,000,000; Michi- 
gan, $201,900,000; Ohio, $192,000,- 
and Massachusetts, $169,000,- 


California paid in internal rev- 
enue taxes a total of $131,652,- 
855. 89. The total collections from 
all the States and Territories was 
$3.179,461,083. 

For the fiscal year 1921, the tota} 
collections were $4,935,.061.96, 
thus indicating a reduction in in- 
come from internal revenue taxes 
last year below the previous pe- 
riod of $1.397,9056,678.95. More 
than $1,000,000,000 of this was 
due to the repeal of the excess 
profits tax. 

The decrease of income of 1922 
over 1921 for the whole country 
was 30.42 per cent. The Los An- 
geles district showed the least de- 
crease of any, éxcept North Caro- 
lina, and the decrease was but 12 
per cent, while that of Gan Fran- 
cisco was among the largest in the 
country, being 35 per cent. North 
Carolina suffered only a 2 per cent 
decrease over the previous year. 

The collections of Los Angeles 
district were $49,.966.320.85 as 
against $56,873,190.15 for the pre- 


ceding year. 

The receipts from the National 
Prohibition Act of Oct. 28, 1919, 
were $1,978,015.19, for tbe fiscal 
year 1922, as compared with 
$2.152,.387.45 collected during the 
previous fiscal year. In addition 
to these receipts there are certain 
collections, such as fines, forfel- 
tures, etc., made by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which assist in 
enforcing the provisions of the act. 
A statement of these amounts for 
1922 is not at present available 
— for the fiscal year 1921 similar 
collections esazregated $66,769.13 
from civil and $2,418,117.65 from 
criminal prosecutions.

Mr. Barcenas stat 
ed that the party was en route on 
a combined business and pleasure 
trip from Mexico City to Cuerna- 
vaca when they were stopped at 
a lonely spot on the trail by nine 
Americans and about a dozen Mex- 
feans and conducted to a .onely 
mountain retreat. where they were 
given to understand that any at- 
tempt to escape meant death.

HAVRE, Aug. 27.—Seven strik- 
ers were killed and thirteen wound- 
ed in hand-to-hand fighting oves 
barricades in the streets of Hevre 
with soldiers early yesterday morn- 
ing.

STAGGERING 
INCREASES 
IN SCHOOLS 


Records for 1858 Com- 
pared With Those of 1922 
Show Amazing Figures 


Back in 1858, L. D. R. Johnson, 
then county superintendent of 
schools, filed his annual report for 
the year ending October 31. He 
reported that there were in Los 
Angeles county four school dis- 


| tricts, namely, El Monte, Los An- 


te les. san Gabriel and Santa Ana. 
There were 1651 school children 
enrolled ranging in years from 4 
to 18. ‘The schools were taught 
by eight teachers who were paid 
$3207.49 for the year’s work. Other 
school expenses aggregated $4242.- 
52. The Los Angeles school dis- 
trict expended $2797.62 for build- 
ings in 1858. 

Jumping a period of forty-four 
Years the enrollment of pupils 
had jumped 38,776 and the number 
of teachers employed to 1035. The 
cost of maintaining the schools and 
paying salaries wag $927,242. The 
assessed valuation of school prop- 
erty was $100,615,411. 

From 1902 to 1822 Leos Ange- 
les county experienced an amazing 
prosperity. Its population grew by 
bounds, It became a constantly 
increasing problem to accommo- 
date the hordes of pupils demand- 
ing admission to the schools and 
to provide teachers for them.

the constantly diminishing size of 
the bleod vessels. When spoken 
of simply blood pressure, we mean 
a blood pressure usualiy 
taken on the main artery of the, up- 


per arm. 

The two chief mechanical fdctors 
that maintain and jyegulate the 
blood pressure are: 1, the heart: 
2, the blood vessejs, especially the 
elastic dilating and contracting ar- 
teries. 

There are two rythmic fluctua- 
tions in the blood pressure. The 
highest phase, or systolic, is dur- 
ing the contraction of the heart: 
the lowest, or diastolic, is during 
the rest period of the heart. The 
difference between this pressure 
known as the pulse pressure. 
Instruments to measure blood 
pressure are called sphygmoman- 
ometera, if it means anything to 
you. They are delicate instru- 
ments. Roughly described, they 
consist of an arm band connected 
to a graduated scale. The arm 
band is made of gn elastic bag. This 
is usually placed around the up- 
per arm and pum full of air un- 
ttl the circulation cut off from 
the main artery of the upper 


arm. 

The amount of pressure which 
it takes to do this is equal to the 
highest or the systolic pressure in 
the vessel.

It is generally held now by phy- 
sicians that the highest or systolic 
pressure taken alone is not of so 
much importance as the diastolic 
or lowest pressure, the 
systolic pressure varies so.
